would reach 18 feet

This work could 


be done with a ditching machine but 
it would not be possible to tunnel on 
account of the gravel which would be 
encountered most of the way. 


N«ed Three.Sewtr* 


"I believe that three big sewem 


would relieve the situation for some 
time to come," he continued. "A sew- 
er running parallel with the W. 4 lr. 
E. right of way and on the west side 
of the right of way from Adams street 
to the Red Sea would take care of the 
Adams street ditch and storm water 
of that section of the city. Another 
big sewer running south from Can- 
bridge and Orange streets and empty* 
Ing south of the city limits would al- 
so be necessary in addition to the 
proposed trunk line commencing at 
prange and Seventh streets." Mr. 
Fisher promised to go Into the matter 
«s thorTMy as possible and have more 
definite plans to present nt the nest 
council meeting. In the 
meantime 


council will make an Investigation and 
be prepaied to take some definite ac- 
ion at the next meeting.

Knawn All Over the World. 


Today, throughout Turkey and 


jontlieastern Europe, puppets are 
still a popular form oi entertain- 
ment m the coffee houses and the 
theaters. Punchinello and Ins cotn- 
lades still disport themselves in the 
restaurants of Italy. It also has its 
200 permanent puppet theaters and 
twice as many traveling puppet 
iliows, the favorite plaja of which 
are based on such old tales as the 
deeds of Charlemagne and his war- 
riors, one c\cle of plays lasting two 
months. P*aria still has its puppet 
theaters in the side street. Clunn 
Lewis delighted modern England 
with his puppets, and German chil- 
dren have always known them. 


In Chicago's Greek colony one 


finds the little puppets entertaining 
quests in the coffee house* with 
Turkish shadow flags. From for- 
eigners San Francisco acquired a 
naive puppet theater, and New 
York city haa had puppet theaters 
ui its Italian quarters. 
Gordon 


Craig has a puppet theater along 
with his other theater in Florence, 
Italy. Students from his school sav 
that no play ttocy hare ever seen 
has touched them to such depths of 
sadness as one of his tragic puppet 
plays, with each puppet to do one 
or two simple gestures of woe. 


They have always been a delight 


to the'world's artists. Goethe often 
Have them for his friends. Indeed, 
it was from such an entertainment 
that he got bis idea for "Faust." 
The list of English and European 
dramatists who have also written 
puppet plays is a long one. Ben 
Joasnn lias given us an entertaining 
account of a puppet play at Bar- 
tholomew fair. 
Haydn composed 


some of bis best music for the court 
puppet theater, where he was musi- 
cal director. 


For Vohairo, too, they had their 


appeal. And <teor£<* Saad w« wont 
to gne those p].na for the children 
of hor household.
